By now we've all heard almost everything we'd 
like to ever hear about H1N1 (swine flu), but since it has 
spread so close to home, and many of us work in public 
places and have children in schools where everyone 
is bumping elbows, gaining a little more knowledge 
couldn't hurt. 



H1N1, according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, is a respiratory disease of

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pigs caused by a type of influenza virus. These outbreaks 
are common in pigs, and do not usually spread to people, 
but occasionally, human infections do occur, and as 
we now know, it is possible to spread from one person 
to another. HlNTs symptoms are very similar to the 
seasonal flu, with fever, cough, sore throat, and can even 
include body aches, headaches, chills and fatigue. Some 
people have experienced diarrhea and vomiting, and a

small amount have become even sicker and died from this 
flu strain. 

Amanda Stone, the Public Health Nurse for both 
Marion and Mattapoisett, is currently monitoring the 
confirmed local cases of H1N1 by using a Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health surveillance system called 
MAVEN (Massachusetts Virtual Epidemiologic Network). 

Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester's Boards 
of Health have all registered with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health to receive the vaccine for 
H1N1 as soon as it becomes available. Once the vaccine 
has been received by the Tri-Town, the Boards of Health 
will determine priority according to guidelines provided 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. It is 
unknown at this time how much vaccine will be supplied 
on the local level, and those found to be most eligible will 
receive the first round. 

The vaccine is recommended first for children, 
pregnant women, healthcare providers, anyone who is in 
regular contact with children under the age of six months, 
and anyone who has other health conditions that could 
put them at risk. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention are more concerned with vaccinating youth, 
which is considered at greater risk because of school, than 
elders at this point. 

The vaccine, which will be available soon, comes 
in a flu shot form and a nasal spray form. The flu shot 
is an inactivated vaccine, which means it contains killed

virus. The nasal spray is made with live, weakened 
virus that should not cause the flu and is also known as 
LAIV, "live attenuated influenza vaccine/ 7 The shot is 
approved for babies over six months of age and pregnant 
women, and the nasal spray is approved for people 
between the ages of two and forty-nine, and not pregnant. 
Approximately two weeks after being vaccinated, 
antibodies against H1N1 develop in the body.

Margot Livesey to Speak at Library

Author Margot Livesey will be the featured 
speaker at the Friends of the Mattapoisett Library's 
annual meeting, Sunday, October 18, 3:00 pm, at the 
library, 7 Barstow Street. The public is invited, books 
will be available for purchase, and refreshments will be 
served. 

Ms. Livesey is the author of six novels: Homework, 
Criminals, The Missing World, Eva Moves the Furniture, and 
Banishing Verona, Her latest, The House on Fortune Street, 
is the winner of the L.L. Winship/PEN New England 
award. Of the book, Ms. Livesey wrote: "The House on 
Fortune Street began when a depressed ghost writer 
moved into the house next door in London. Something 
about this young man's struggles — eventually his 
parents had to come and take him home — made me 
think again about questions of luck and love and damage. 
Growing up, I was convinced that being an adult would 
solve all my problems. I was shocked to discover that 
early misfortune was no guarantee of later good luck. Yet 
some people do seem mysteriously lucky, or mysteriously 
unscathed. It made me think: What happens if two 
women, each with a difficult childhood, become friends 
and how will that friendship accommodate the ups and 
downs of romantic love?" 

Martin Rubin of the Los Angeles Times wrote of 
the book: "It is, in the best sense of the term, a literary 
novel: Livesey invokes particular writers and even 
particular works to add resonance to her characters and 
their situations. Each of the novel's four sections has its 
own leitmotif: the poems of the great English Romantic 
John Keats, the life of Lewis Carroll, Charlotte Bronte's 
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Hey PumelL.

Jane Eyre and Dickens 7 Great Expectations. . .Even if a reader 
is unfamiliar with those texts, their significance is made 
perfectly clear. And for the vast majority of her readers, 
who will indeed know them well, they add a great deal 
— all the more so in the hands of a writer as skilled as 
Livesey." 

Library Director Susan Pizzolato first met Ms. 
Livesey when the author came to read at the Wareham Free 
Library. Ms. Pizzolato said, "She's a wonderful speaker. 
Afterward, she attended a dinner party held in her honor, 
and she was so gracious to all. She fit right in, laughing at 
the stories guests told, asking questions, and appreciating 
the lovely food. Margot's genuine interest in those around 
her impressed me... she has such a busy schedule with 
writing and teaching, and must meet so many new people 
with each adventure. She never seemed rushed or gave the 
impression she wanted to leave us. What more could we 
have asked of an honored guest?" At the library's first book 
discussion group on Saturday, the small group discussed 
the novel, and the author's upcoming visit. Betty Jeanne 
Nooth, a member of the Friends, expressed her regret at 
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not being able to attend the meeting: "I've met Margot 
Livesey on a couple of occasions and she's a wonderful 
speaker with a lovely Scottish lilt." 

Ms. Livesey grew up on the campus of a boys' 
private school in the Scottish Highlands, where her father 
taught and her mother was the school nurse. She took her 
B.A. in English and Philosophy at the University of York in 
England, and spent most of her twenties working in shops 
and restaurants while learning to write. 

Ms. Livesey has taught at Boston University, 
Bowdoin College, Brandeis University, Carnegie Mellon, 
Cleveland State, Tufts, the University of California, 
Williams Colllege, the Warren Wilson College M.F.A. 
program,and the Iowa Writers' Workshop. Ms. Livesey is 
currently a distinguished writer-in-residence at Emerson 
College, and lives in Cambridge with her husband, a 
painter. 

When asked what brings her to town, Ms. Livesey 
said, "I am coming to Mattapoisett because Susan kindly 
invited me, and I have the highest regard for her literary 
taste. Also Mattapoisett is such a wonderful name. Being 
a writer in residence at Emerson definitely means that I 
teach — in my case two graduate fiction workshops. I am 
currently working on a new novel which is in that middle 
stage when I have nothing much to say. I have a pile of 
pages but at any moment they might shrink dramatically 
like a t-shirt in the dryer — it might disappear at any 
moment." 

From Thailand to Tri-Town

Three families in Marion will be home to three 
teachers from Thailand who are visiting the tri-town area 
from October 10 until October 21. AFS (formerly known 
as American Field Service) Intercultural Programs has 
facilitated this visit for the purpose of exchanging cultural 
knowledge and educational philosophies. 

According to the AFS website (www.afs.org), 
AFS is a non-profit group that is a leader in intercultural 
learning, and believes that providing a method for 
international and intercultural learning experiences 
encourages peace among nations.

Among the many people involved in organizing 
this AFS trip is National Council Member Elizabeth 
Leatham of Marion. Ms. Leatham works with a committee 
of nine volunteers across the country to facilitate teacher 
visits from other countries. Through her tireless efforts, 
this great undertaking has seemed less daunting for those 
involved. Others involved in preparing this trip include 
area residents Jessica Noblet, Kim Corrazzini and George 
Mendonca, who all volunteer for AFS.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seams to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

The minutes of the September 22, 2009 Board of 
Selectmen meeting, both open and executive session, were 
approved.

Two abutters present spoke about how rather 
than industrializing the land, which could potentially be 
very noisy and disruptive for residents in that area, the 
commercial use of the land could revitalize the area in a 
less invasive way. 

The land being considered for the zoning change 
includes Assessor's Map 17, Lot 41 B and portions of 
Assessor's Map 17, Lot 41 C. The estimated acreage 
of these properties is 26.26. All of these properties are 
currently owned by R. F. Morse and Sons. 

The general feeling by all participants in the 
hearing, which included the land-owner, two Selectmen, 
the Town Administrator, Rochester residents, and more, 
was that this change appears to be a very positive move 
forward for the Town of Rochester. Selectman Naida 
Parker spoke about the commercial use of this land 
as being more valuable to the Town than residential 
land at this point, as it presents a nice way of bringing 
some activity back to the Town, while not being overly 
disruptive. 

Following this discussion a motion was made to 
recommend the article to Town Meeting, and it was voted 
upon unanimously. A motion was then made to close the 
Public Hearing, and the meeting then continued with 
discussion regarding the Housing Needs Assessment. 

Mr. Cummings suggested creating a survey to 
assess the needs of the people interested in living in 
the Town of Rochester. Mr. Kunz then addressed the 
Board regarding the work he has done with the help of 
SRPEDD with maps of the Town and how best to utilize 
the land. After much debate, it was determined that the 
Planning Board was interested in continuing discussion 
and creating a more concrete, rather than conceptual plan, 
before bringing these documents to the public at large.

people, who each talked about a certain aspect of climate 
change. 

The first speaker presented a video explaining 
the cause of climate change. Students learned that 
each person is taking up more resources than he or 
she should. The space used to harvest these resources 
emits copious amounts of greenhouse gases, which then 
increase the planet's average temperature. The well- 
known greenhouse gas carbon dioxide was discussed in 
conjunction with cars and houses, but the presentation 
also focused on the role of methane gas in climate change. 
The explanation of methane gas was presented by a 
humorous cartoon of farting cows and " cow-burgers/ 7 
The video ended with a quick summary, which explained 
that scientists estimate there is only a ten-year window for 
people to reverse or slow climate change before it gets too 
out of control. 

The second speaker was a scientist who spoke 
about her work in natural New England habitats. She 
explained how her work showed the change in the 
climate and stressed the importance of stopping such a 
change so that the local wildlife might survive. She then 
passed the microphone off to the third speaker, who was 
representing the YouthBuild New Bedford organization. 

This final speaker targeted the problem of getting 
high school students involved in fighting climate change. 
He explained that YouthBuild is an organization that 
helps prepare students for // green ,/ jobs. One of these jobs 
was being a "green" electrician. Members of YouthBuild 
interested in this career would be shown the trade, and 
the methods and materials used in their work would be 
both efficient and "green." The other jobs that were listed 
as YouthBuild training opportunities also focused on 
how to make them "green" and therefore better for the 
community. After explaining the organization, the speaker 
performed a rap about climate change and how people 
need to take action now. This rap was both entertaining 
and informative, not to mention it encouraged students to 
use their talents to make a difference in the world. 

At the end of the assembly, students were given 
the chance to meet with the speakers and sign a petition 
to fight climate change before heading back to class. This

Be Fire Smart! 

October is Fire Safety 
Month, and fire departments 
in the tri-town area have been 
hosting open houses. Touring 
fire department facilities and 
getting rides on antique engines 
is some major fun business, but 
on a practical level, these open 
houses also give firefighters 
a chance to check in with the 
public and remind them how important fire prevention 
is. 

So this week's pick is enforcing fire safety in your 
individual homes. No matter how new your town's fire 
station is, no matter how devoted your town firefighters 
are, no matter how fine-tuned the fire trucks are - fire 
prevention starts at home. According to www.USFA. 
DHS.gov, there are plenty of measures that families can 
take to prevent, and safely respond to, fires. 

• Change the batteries in your smoke detector. 
This needs to be done twice a year, regardless of 
whether the batteries could theoretically last longer; the 
detector should also be tripped each month to make sure 
it's working. Experts say that it is a good habit to change 
batteries in your detector on daylight savings days. So 
as of November 1, you should replace the batteries in 
your smoke detector. Detectors should be placed on 
every level of the home, and it is recommended that 
detectors be replaced every ten years. 

• Practice fire routes. Sparky, the spokesdog for 
National Fire Prevention Association (NFPA), says 
October is time for the Great American Fire Drill! 
Children should know an alternative way to leave 
any room, especially their bedrooms, and your family 
should have a "meeting spot" in the yard so everyone 
is accounted for. Pick a day this month to practice 
alternate fire routes throughout your home. Go to www. 
Sparky.org to download an "escape grid" that will help 
your family plan a safe way to escape potential fires. 
This should be a fun, but serious weekend activity for 
your family. 

• Talk about it. Children set 35,000 fires annually 
in America - 8,000 of these fires are in their own 
home. No child is "too smart" to play with fire - fire 



is a fascinating and sometimes compulsive thing for 
children. Keeping a continuous dialogue about how 
helpful fire is (it cooks our food, keeps our home toasty- 
warm), but how dangerous it can be, will discourage 
children from playing with matches and other fire 
sources. 

• Know what to do in a fire, and make sure the 
entire family knows the dos and don'ts. Check doors 
for heat before opening to prevent back- flashes; stay 
low as you move through the house to avoid smoke 
exposure; stop, drop and roll if your clothes catch on 
fire; and teach children to never hide from firefighters in 
an emergency. There are so many things to remember in 
a fire, and a practice-run will really prepare your family 
for a worst-case scenario. 

• Know the silent threat. Your home should have 
a carbon monoxide detector in addition to a smoke 
detector. Carbon monoxide is a colorless, odorless gas 
that claims 500 lives each year in America and sickens 
thousands more. Every time you change your smoke 
detector batteries, you should change the batteries 

in your carbon monoxide detector. If your carbon 
monoxide detector goes off, you should evacuate the 
house the same way you would evacuate in the event of 
a fire. 

• The only thing that is valuable is your family. 

The government website on fire prevention and safety 
says it perfectly: "In less than 30 seconds a small flame 
can get completely out of control and turn into a major 
fire. It only takes minutes for thick, black smoke to 
fill a house. In minutes, a house can be engulfed in 
flames. Most fires occur in the home when people are 
asleep. If you wake up to a fire, you won't have time 
to grab valuables because fire spreads too quickly and 
the smoke is too thick. There is only time to escape." 
- the US Fire Administration. There is no object, no 
photograph, and no trinket that is worth risking your 
life. Once everyone is out, they stay out. 

This is, by no means, a comprehensive list of all 
the fire safety tips a family should know. Please visit 
www.USFA.DHS.gov for a complete list of resources, 
including resources for parents, for teachers, and 
to access the children's page, which has interactive 
exercises to teach kids all about fire safety. Remember 
what Sparky says - "Stay Fire Smart!"

Zombi-a-Rama

Zombieland. Starring Woody Harrelson and Jesse 
Eisenberg. Directed by Ruben Fleischer. Running time: 81 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

All the geeks love Zombieland. It's like Drag Me to Hell, 
only it's actually making some money ~ it's crossed over to 
the non-geeks. What do all those people see in it, though? I 
must've seen a different Zombieland, one that isn't so slight 
and glib, one that has some decent characters defined by 
something other than cliches and traits. Some have compared 
it to Shaun of the Dead, which set the bar very high for zombie 
comedies. Zombieland doesn't clear that bar; it barely even 
runs up to it. It's a fundamentally lazy and witless film. 

There are four (temporarily five) human characters 
in Zombieland; the rest of the population has turned into 
slavering, gut-munching zombies (they sprint, like the flesh- 
eaters in the 2004 Dawn of the Dead remake). We have the 
nerdy Columbus (Jesse Eisenberg), the zombie-killin' good 
ol' boy Tallahassee (Woody Harrelson), and a pair of sisters 
(Emma Stone and Abigail Breslin) who con the guys out 
of their vehicles not once but twice. But eventually they all 
band together, because this zombie comedy is about finding a 
family. This is explicitly stated at the end, for the slowpokes 
in the audience. 

Zombieland is over in 81 minutes (including end credits), 
which I suppose is a mercy, because most of this road film 
goes nowhere. Entirely too much time is spent inside the 
mansion of a Hollywood star cameoing as himself, none too 
amusingly — a shock, given the star. Word is that this cameo 
was envisioned for various different celebrities, depending 
on who could commit to it, and that the star's scenes were 
written at the last minute. It shows. I didn't particularly need 
to see the guy re-enacting one of his big hits from a quarter- 
century ago, like some outtake from Be Kind Rewind. He just 
drops in for a few jokey scenes (I have to say, his cameo in a 
big-budget film last year was a lot more random, and a lot 
funnier); then he's gone, and the characters hang out in his 
mansion a while longer. 

There's a lot of padding throughout, including an odd 
bit when the characters arrive at some tourist trap selling 




Native American souvenirs and gleefully trash the place. 
Why? Boredom? (I could relate.) Is this supposed to signal 
contempt for Native Americans or for the whiteys who profit 
off fake war bonnets? Somehow I don't think the movie 
thought about it, or anything else, that much. There's some 
weak meta-humor when Columbus, who narrates, tells us 
various rules for survival (always check the back seat; shoot 
zombies twice just to be sure). But most of Zombieland seems 
to deal with a generic post-apocalypse — there are long 
stretches where the zombies aren't around at all. 

Okay, a lot of what I've said could also apply to George 
Romero's 1979 classic Dawn of the Dead. But Romero worked 
the situation for social and political commentary, and the 
non-zombie scenes compelled us because the characters 
were fresh and had quirks and flaws. Zombieland doesn't care 
about its people nearly as much. One character delivers a 
tearful revelation, then caps it with "I haven't cried like that 
since Titanic," which kills whatever pathos could' ve been 
built. (Remember, there were genuinely tragic moments 
amid the hilarity and Queen songs of Shaun of the Dead) 
The troubling suspicion arises that people are enjoying 
Zombieland so much because its "heroes" don't change much, 
never seem to be in much danger, and even get to hang out 
with a celebrity. There's nothing at stake. Is this the best 
Americans can do? France gave us Les Revenants a few years 
ago, and Canada produced the little-seen Pontypool earlier 
this year. Those films tried to run the zombie narrative 
through a different and intriguing filter. Zombieland adds 
nothing to the subgenre. It's crude wish-fulfillment (yes, you 
World of War craft-playing nobodies can shotgun a bunch of 
undead and get the girl) best forgotten.
